HOAD TRANSPORT AMENDMENT ORDINANCE (No. 2) 

No. 25 of 4024. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE ROAD TRANSPORT 
ORDINANCE 1021 AND THE ROAD TRANSPORT 
AMENDMENT ORDINANCE 1024 REGARDING THE 
GRANT OR RENEWAL OF A LICENCE TO KEEP A 
MOTOR VEHICLE AND THE FEES PAYABLE THEREON. 


BE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine 
wilh the advice of the Advisory Council thereof:- 


1. This Ordinance may he cited as the Road Transport 
Amendment Ordinance (No. 2) 1024 and shall come into force 
on Ihe first dav of October, IR24. 


2. The fees payable under the Schedule to the Road Trans¬ 
port Amendment Ordinance 1024 on the grant or renewal of a 
licence to keep a motor vehicle shall cease to be payable as 
from the date of the commencement of this Ordinance and on 
and alter such date there shall he charged and paid on such 
grant or renewal the fees specified in tin* Schedule In this 
< hdinance. 


3. (I) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in 

Section 8 ( I ) of the Road Transput! Ordinance 1021 as amended 
by Section 2 of the Road Transport Amendment Ordinance 1024 
a licence to keep a motor vehicle* may In* granted or renewed 
lor a period not exceeding twelve, six or three months hut so 
that every such licence granted or renewed for a period exceed¬ 
ing six months shall expire on the thirtieth day of June next fol¬ 
lowing Ihe date on which such licence is granted or renewed and 
every such licence granted or renewed for a period 
exceeding three months and riot exceeding six months 
shall expire on the thirty-lirst day of December or the thirtieth 
day of June next following the date on which such licence is 
granted or renewed and every such licence granted or renewed 
lor a period not exceeding three months shall expire on the 
thirtieth day of September, the thirty-first day of December, the 
thirty-first day ol March or th^ thirtieth day of June next 
following the dale on which such licence is granled or renewed.

(2) II any such licence is granted or renewed fora period 
exceeding three months and not exceeding six months the fees 
payable on such grant or renewal shall he one half of the fees 
specified in the Schedule hereto and if any such licence is granted 
or renewed for a period not exceeding three months the fees 
payable on such grant or renewal shall be three tenths of the 
lees s|>ecilicd in the Schedule hereto.

4. 


(1) Every licence to keep a motor vehicle which was 
granted or renewed on or after the lirst day of July 1924 so as to 
expire on the thirtieth day of Septemlier 1924 shall be deemed to 
have been validly granted and the fees charged and paid thereon 
to have been validly charged and paid. 


On renewal of 
such licence 
holder to he 
entitled to 
benefit of fees 
paid between 1st 
July and dOtli 
Septemlier 1924. 


(2) Any holder of any such licence may apply for the 
renewal thereof for a period prescribed by this Ordinance and 
shall if such licence he renewed pay ttie fees prescribed by this 
Ordinance for such renewal provided that: 


(a) the licence shall he deemed to have been renewed from 
tin* lirst day of July 1924 at the rates prescribed by this Ordinance; 
and 


(b) any amount paid by Hie holder of the licence on the 
grant or renewal thereof between the lirst dav of Julv 1924 and 
the thirtieth day of September 1924 shall he taken into account 
in determining the amount to he paid for the renewal of such 
licence.
